A Mazatlan (Mexico) correspondent 


of the New York Wot Id gives ^he par 
ticulars of the death of a noted deeper 
ado, an Englishman, going by the name 
of Torn Adams, the keeper of a low tav- 
ern and dance house, which took place 
in that city on the fifteenth of October, 
from the effects of a pistol shot wound 
received in a quarrel with a Spanish 
gambler named Gonzalos, a few months 
before. 
Previous to his death, A jams 


sent for Capt. Vcrplanji, the American 
Commercial agent, and made a state 
ment, confessing himself guilty of four- 
teen murders, all but one of which wen 
committed in the United States and 
Canada. 
Adams commenced his nar 


rative by stating that his proper name 
was George Worley, and that he was a 
native of Manchester, England. lie 
commenced his career of crime by mur 
dering the second mate of the Ameri 
can ship Cultivator, in the Liverpoo 
docks, about the year 1854. 
After this 


deed be went to Canada and roved abou 
through those provinces for two years 
in pursuit of robbery. . In the year 
1855, at which, time facias known by 
the name of Orton, he was engaged as a 
sailor on tho lakes. 
While lying in 


the American port of Oswego he mur 
dered a man, whom ho understood to be 
a painter, by throwing him over a 
bridge. 
He met his victim in a drink 


ing saloon, where he went to collect a 
bill of the proprietor, and followed him 
until the opportunity was favorable 
when bo struck him down with a slung 
ihot, and disposed of the body, in th 
way mentioned. 


After this Adams returned to Cana 
i, and assumed tho liame of Town 


jend. 
With two accomplices he com- 


menced a campaign of robbery and per- 
petrated four murders in the country 
west o'f Toronto, ending with the kill- 
ling of a Sheriff a few miles west of 
the Niagara river. That country then 
became too warm" lor him in conse- 
quence of the offering of large re- 
jwards for his arrest and he afterwards 
escaped on board a schooner passing 
through ihe Canadian canal to the 
American port of Toledo. 
From this 


port he want to Chicago, and commit- 
ted three murders in that place during 
tho same summer. 
One of his victims 


was the captain of a vjfsel, whom he 
followed from the St. Charles saloon ; 
another was a German saloon-keeper, 
whom he killed in his bed at night, in 
his place of business, which was situat- 
ed near a railroad depot, and the third 
was sonic man unknown to him, whom 
he murdered after leaving a brothel. 
After these crimes he was arrested in 
Chicago, tried and convicted of a bur 
glaiy, and served a term of three years 
in the Illinois State prison. On obtain* 
ing his release, Adams went to New 
York, where he remained about one 
year, during ,which time he committed 
two murders, both of hi« victims in that 
city being men unknown to him._ One 
was a countryman whom he enticed to 
the outskirts of the city and obtained 
about $2,000 on his body. 
After leav- 


ing New York, he was engaged in a 
aeries of robberies through the Southern 
States. 
He returned to Baltimore and 


murdered a prostitute in that city 
Subsequently he committed a murder it 
Louisville and one in Memphis, but o: 
the names of his victims he had no 
knowledge. 


Adams left for New Orleans about 


tbe time of the breaking out of the war 
and went to Vera Cruz. 
I'rom thenci 


ha went to tbe City of Mexico, am 
came to Mazatlan about ten years ago 
Since his sojourn here, he was wide!; 
known and .generally feared, his place 
being one of the most notorious rendez 
vous of desperate characters on th' 
coast. He finally met his fate at th,

that "Gen Sherman's dispatches were 
not those of a sane man."

He was fortunate in securing the favora- 
ble consideration of his superiors, and 
Ihc respect and confidence of his subor- 
dinates1: It was while he was in thc 
Mexican war, exposed lo hardships m an 
unfriendly climate, that he contracted 
the, disease of which he long suffered, 
and of which, finally, he died.

In 1861, when treason was striking at
